Orange county will receive $24,- 
561.56 and the city of Santa Ana 
$16,569.80 from the state, as an 
allotment of motor vehicle fees for 
the first quarter of 1938, it was 
announced today by Ray Ingels, 
director of the state division of 
motor vehicles. 
In both instances, the allotment 
represents an increase over the first 
quarter of 1937, which was $22,- 
687.67 
for the county and $15,- 
315.86 for the city. 
The funds go 
into the general fund of the coun 
ty and the street fund of the city. 
In Lieu of Personal 
The tax is that collected from 
motor vehicle owners in lieu of 
personal property 
taxes formerly 
paid upon such 
vehicles to 
the 
county. It is distinct from the au­ 
to license taxes and the gasoline 
taxes, which may be used only for 
road 
maintenance 
and construc­ 
tion. 
The state makes no deduction 
from the motor vehicle "in lieu” 
tax, as it now is doing from the 
county share of the gasoline tax, 
for repayment of the four welfare 
bond loans made to the county 
from December, 1933, to October, 
1934. 
Variation 
Explained 
This loan, amounting to $612, 
749.92 principal and $98,993.84 in­ 
terest, the total being $711,633.27 
will be repaid by deductions from 
the county’s share of the gas tax, 
amounting to $59,087.02 this fiscal 
year, and $127,741 next fiscal year, 
starting July L 
The state operates on a calendar 
year basis, the county on a fiscal 
year schedule, this accounting for 
the variation between the deduc­ 
tions this fiscal year and next. 
Only two of the 1938 state allot­ 
ments to the county come in the 
county’s fiscal year, ending July I, 
deductions

to 
$58,067.02. 
The 
four 
deductions 
of the next fiscal year will include 
duction from the January allot­ 
ment of the entire interest pay­ 
ment for the calendar year of 1939, 
thus making the total deduction for 
that fiscal year $127,741.

to living policyholders and $4,592, 
279,129 to beneficiaries.

figures clearly demon­ 
strate the extent to which life in­ 
surance, through payments to liv­ 
ing policyholders and to beneficiar­ 
ies, helped in fighting the depres­ 
sion and thereby prevented higher 
relief payments.

CARS BY THE MONTO 


One of the most interesting ideas lately in 
the automobile business is attributed to 
Henry Ford, the most unpredictable of man­ 
ufacturers. He is said to be considering a 
change of policy from selling cars to renting 
them. His company would continue to own 
the cars it manufactures, renting them by 
tile month to motorists, and keeping them in 
repair, very much as houses and apartments 
are rented. 
The main purpose of such procedure, it is 
said, would be to stabilize the industry. Cars 
could be rented through the year more uni­ 
formly than they could be sold, especially in 
years of business fluctuation or depression. 
People like to own their cars; yet people 
could afford to pay the average monthly 
value of a car, figured for a given length of 
life, more easily than they can manage the 
first payment and spaced payment of the 
balance over a year or so. Personal motor­ 
ing would be financially more flexible. The 
manufacturer might be able to stabilize pro­ 
duction through the year. If so, he could 
stabilize employment and perhaps pay a 
yearly wage. 
There would be many problems to work 
out before any manufacturer would dare 
adopt such a revolutionary policy. Experi­ 
ments made, however, in various cities, on 
the old livery stable “drive it yourself” prin­ 
ciple, seem to show that cars can be safely 
rented by the hour, day or week. We may 
see a larger development of that principle.

MAY STRENGTHEN OUR FAITH 


Millions of Americans who never have 
read a line of Thomas Mann’s are pleased 
to learn that this citizen of the world is 
casting his lot with us. 
He is acclaimed as one of the greatest liv­ 
ing writers. By no means a radical either in 
literature or politics, he nevertheless cannot 
breathe air that is not free. He has made 
himself lately the leader of the world’s liber­ 
al thought. Exiled from Germany by the 
Nazi regime, and his property confiscated, 
because he failed to support Hitler, he took 
refuge in Switzerland and has traveled on 
an honorary passport from Czechoslovakia, 
which is Europe’s “Little America.” Now, 
with the Fascist menace hovering even over 
those free lands, he enters like any other im­ 
migrant under the German quota, and will 
take out his first naturalization papers. 
" ? thus will join the “army in exile,” a 
numerous and growing group of writers, 
scholars, artists, scientists and leaders in 
many other lines, who have escaped or been 
repelled from the countries now ruled by 
force. 
This pure Nordic, and Prof. Albert Ein­ 
stein, the latter already American, perhaps 
the two greatest living Germans, can un­ 
derstand each other. Perhaps they both can 
understand us better than we understand 
them. Never mind. They are welcome, and 
they and their exiled brethren will help to 
build a greater, broader, deeper America. 
“I simply believe,” says Dr. Mann, “that 
for the duration of the present European 
dark age, America is to support, and is 
willing to take care of, western culture and 
civilization. The atmosphere I find here is, 
for a man of my kind, the best that I know 
to live and produce in.” 
It is a fine compliment. Many of us have 
not been feeling so sure of our owrn democ­ 
racy lately, its value and permanence. This 
man is a judge of freedom and its values, if 
anyone is.

there.

Roosevelt, if possible, and to devote 
all their energies to helping them ­ 
selves—if possible. 


The leaders, in th eir private dis­ 
cussions apparently, did not come 
to these conclusions easily or unan­ 
imously. 
They swapped informa­ 
tion, found them selves 
agreeing 
w ith government economists in the 
expectation th at business will im ­ 
prove in the fall, not before. 
The 
ones who had been running over to 
the W hite House from time to time 
in the past compared notes, agreed 
the needed lift w as not likely to 
come from that quarter again.

PROTECT OUR BEACHES 


Orange county has the only unprotected 
county beaches in Southern California. Santa 
Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles and San 
Diego counties have a lifeguard service which 
coordinates its facilities with the beach cities, 
thus giving protection to the entire coast 
line. 
Orange county is lagging far behind in 
that adequate lifeguard protection is not 
maintained for the thousands of tourists and 
the inland and county residents who use the 
many beaches and coves in unincorporated 
areas for recreation. 
Last year the only protection the county 
provided for unincorporated beaches was 
the inhalator rescue squad car manned by 
two men. 
They covered 30 miles of coast­ 
line. They made 26 rescue calls and actu­ 
ally saved five lives. 
The county this year should appropriate 
not less than $10 r 0 for adequate protec­ 
tion. Provision lr 
,een made for two men 
and the squad car used last year. The sup­ 
ervisors apparently don’t believe the saving 
•of five lives last year of much import an 
for Dana Lamb, cai-lain of the squad r 
this year takes an enormous cut in salary. 
At least six lifeguards are needed, in add 
lion to the two men on the squad car, to adc 
quately protect the unincorporated beadle 
Two are needed at Sunset Beach, one at ti 
Santa Ana river jetty, one at Aliso Cree 
and another at San Juan creek.

Undoubtedly the most fundamental 
cause of our many recent difficulties 
is found in the fact that our economic 
problems have been converted into 
matters of poli­ 
tics. The conse- 
q u e n c e h a s 
been that ex­ 
tremely compli­ 
cated economic 
questions,which 
r e q u i r e the 
m o s t careful 
analys1 by men 
who have stud­ 
ied such prob­ 
lems for years 
and who know 
the principles 
and lessons in- 
v o I v e d , are 
viewed superfi­ 
cially and the 
“solution” is suggested in the most 
casual, offhand manner by politicians 
who seem to have no appreciation of 
how little they may possibly know 
about these problems. 
In general, outward manifestations, 
often completely misinterpreted by 
those who are not close students of 
economic problems, are about as 
much as the typical poUtician tries to 
grasp. Fundamental causes often, if 
not usually, are not understood, and 
cause and effect relationships are very 
frequently confused. We see this re­ 
peatedly in the field of money and 
prices. While a physician may dis­ 
cover that a pain in the ankle is 
caused by an infected tooth, the typi­ 
cal politician commonly looks only at 
the ankle, and applies his medicine 
to it or amputates it 
Undoubtedly most Congressmen are 
willing to turn to experts in matters 
of physics, chemistry, biology, and en­ 
gineering, but in the field of econom­ 
ics they feel quite competent to pre­ 
scribe. This is doubtless due to the 
fact that the literature of economics 
uses the common, every-day English 
words while these other sciences use 
symbols and mathematical formulae 
which tend to exclude all who have 
not been trained in those fields. But 
the training of the economist is as 
long, or longer, than that of the chem­ 
ist and accurate work in the field re­ 
quires the same general application 
of the fundamental principles of sci­ 
entific method. 
The principles of science, which are 
the only devices known by which we 
may arrive at truth and insure prog­ 
ress, can not be picked up on the 
street. Nor are they inherited, nor 
matters of instinct or every-day com­ 
mon sense. They are derived by long, 
careful training and they require care 
in their use. 
There are in our government some 
scientifically-minded men; they know 
how to proceed; they understand the 
limits of their knowledge; they know 
how to appraise different kinds of evi­ 
dence; they know what cause and ef­ 
fect in science mean; they know how 
to get at principles and scientific 


truth; and, above all, they proceed 
objectively. A nation always owes 
much to such men, but often they are 
not appreciated. 
The typical politician is another 
type of person. In the field of econom­ 
ics, he tends to be a dangerous influ­ 
ence. He is prone to rely for his solu­ 
tions of economic problems either 
upon the votes or supposed desires of 
his constituents, or upon hunches or 
revelation. To expect the proper an­ 
swer by popular votes regarding in­ 
tricate economic issues is practically 
equivalent to asking children to vote 
on whether they will go to the dentist 
or have candy. The public votes for 
the candy, and the politicians vote to 
give it to them. This is the nature of 
some of the “mandates” which we 
have heard so much about in recent 
years. 
Aside from the “solutions” to grave 
economic questions provided by “man­ 
dates,” the typical politician finds his 
answers to a large degree in hunches 
or in what is equivalent to revelation 
in religion. On the power of revela­ 
tion as compared with that of science, 
Walter Lippmann once put it well as 
follows: “It cannot be said, I think, 
that the people at large, even the mod­ 
erately educated minority, under­ 
stand the difference between scien­ 
tific method and revelation, or that 
they have decided upon reflection to 
trust science.There is at least as much 
mystery in science for the common 
man as there ever was in religion; in 
a sense there is more mystery, for tha 
logic of science is beyond his under­ 
standing, whereas the logic of revela­ 
t i o n is the logic of his own feelings.” 
Legislation by mandate, or on the 
basis of feelings, emotion, hunches, or 
revelation, regarding economic ques­ 
tions, which are rarely as simple as 
the politician thinks they are, has 
brought great distress to this nation. 
The foolishness of trying to cure 
everything by law would soon and if 
politicians would try to shed their 
superficiality and foolishness, and do 
the best they can to be scientific in 
their approach to all their problems. 
No problem is solved correctly other­ 
wise, and every problem lends itself 
to scientific method. But science and 
politics are two distinctly different 
things. 
There would probably be a wonder­ 
ful- improvement in government if all 
officials would consider seriously the 
meaning of a scientific mind, as once 
set forth so well by Francis Bacon, 
and employ it as a model for them­ 
selves. He defined it as a * . . . mind 
at once discursive enough to seize re­ 
semblances, and steady enough to dis­ 
tinguish differences; a mind eager in 
search, patient of doubt, fond of medi­ 
tation, slow to assert, ready to recon­ 
sider, careful to dispose and set In 
order; not carried away either by love 
of novelty or by admiration of antiq­ 
uity, and hating every kind of impos­ 
ture; a mind therefore especially 
framed for the study and pursuit of 
tru th ”

system 
(business) 
to 
such 
prosperity, 
reemployment, 
comfort and health as would make 
this country a decent place in which 
to live. No! Oh no! It is a sym­ 
bolic battle of virtue against vice. 
It is a dram a in which the "liber­ 
als” fight the “conservatives” to 
strike “business” to the earth so 
th at it can no longer take its te r­ 
rible toll from the “consumer.” It 
is a brainless tragic frustration 
and destruction of the best systetm 
in the world ever invented to pro­ 
vide com forts and necessities to a 
whole population. 
We are not like the principal 
European and Asiatic countries — 
starved of principal natural re­ 
sources, insufficiently equipped for 
production and consumption, bank­ 
rupt and economically inefficient.

An advocate of the forced spending theory of th# 
Townsend Plan contends that we a ft not fair In 
our arguments against forced spending. The ad- 
vocates of the Townsend Plan seem to think there la 
some magical way of creating new wealth, other than 
by working and producing IL Using the sweat of 
one’s brow to create wealth, does not necessarily 
mean physical labor, it may mean using your reason­ 
ing power. 
It would seem where the Townsend advocates err 
in their contention th at the spending of the recip­ 
ients of pensions would benefit society, is th a t this 
spending does not start autom atically. It Is not a 
self-starter. In order for the Townsend people to 
have money to spend, they m ust of necessity take It 
from someone else. And taking any am ount of wealth 
from someone else and giving it to another, does 
not In any way increase the total purchasing power. 
The contributor contends th a t th e Townsend Plan 
does not prevent the recipients of the trade of the 
Townsend people from converting their profit Into 
capital items. But most of the Townsendites con­ 
tend th at this money which the Townsend people 
are to get, will come out of the profits of sales to 
the Townsend people. And if it comes out of the 
profits of the sales, then they would have less 
profits to convert into tools, m achinery and equip­ 
ment to make it possible for w orkers to have higher 
wages. 
Another point which the advocates of the Town­ 
send plan seem to «be confused about, is th at cir­ 
culating of money is not a cause of prosperity in 
business. It is a result of somebody working and 
producing something and exchanging it for money 
and, then exchanging this money for something th at 
somebody else has worked and produced. Business 
has never In past history been created by simply 
trading dollars. The trading of dollars for goods Is 
a result, not a cause. 
The volume of money certainly has nothing 
do with business. It Is the creating of goods an( 
services and the free exchange of goods and serv­ 
ices th at creates business. It would make no differ­ 
ence whether wheat were BO cents a bushel or $50 a 
bushel, if everything else were on a free exchange 
basis and prices established by the law of supply 
and demand. 
If forced spending will restore prosperity, then 
it would seem that the billions paid out to relief 
workers, which they all spend for consumable goods 
would have added to our prosperity. 
But, instead of adding to our prosperity, it has 
retarded our return to prosperity. It has retarded it 
because this wealth that was paid out to relief work­ 
ers has been consumed and has not been turned 
into tools, equipment, livestock and means th at en­ 
able people to produce more w ith a given amount of 
energy. 
The Townsend people and Roosevelt should unite 
because they both have the sam e theory that wealth 8 
is created by spending. Instead of by saving and add­ 
ing to the tools of the world. 
We are, of course, sorry we cannot believe th at 
there has been a miraculous w ay of creating new 
wealth by destroying it, but our reason prevents us 
from thinking we can have more by having less.

Senator Sherman Minton, from Indiana, proposes 
a bill to provide a fine of $10,000 and two years In 
jail for any publisher who distorts news. He con­ 
tends that 90 per cent of the newspapers in the 
United States deliberately distort their news; th at 
the Administration cannot get a headline in the 
newspapers in this country. 
^ 
Everyone who has any memory, or who cares to 
search the files of newspapers, well knows th at 
there has never been a President in history who has 
had as many headlines and as much space devoted 
to quoting what the President says as Roosevelt 
has. 
If Minton’s other statem ent ab o u t 90 per cent of 
the publishers deliberately distorting news Is as in­ 
accurate as his statement that Roosevelt cannot get 
a headline, there is little of tru th In his statem ents. 
There are, of course, occasionally newspapers th a t 
deliberately distort news but in the main m ost 
newspapermen are just as anxious to accurately 
report news as a stenographer is to accurately take 
court proceedings. 
All Ntws Items Are Opinions 
Of course, every Item that is Inserted in a news­ 
paper is opinion. It is opinion as to whether a par­ 
ticular item is'more valuable, m ore interesting, than 
some other item that has to be left out. And, of 
course, there are many, many m istakes in news­ 
papers. It is contended that no new spaper of any 
size was ever issued without a thousand mistakes 
in it. They are assembled rapidly and there is not 
time to check and re-check, as there is in publish­ 
ing a book or treatise. 
If the “deliberately distorted 
new s” would be 
construed to cover publishing opinions, this would 
practically prevent any newspaper from publishing 
any man’s opinion. 
While there Is not much danger of the law passing, 
it tends to show the desire of the Administration 
to make it difficult and dangerous for anybody to 
criticize or publish information about the Admlnis. 
Aration. It would be very easy to construe th at 
printing what the publisher thought was the impor­ 
tant part of a story was distorting news, because all 
the conditions were not published. 
And for any paper to attem pt to print all that tho 
government is doing would be impossible because of 
the immense volume of public acts. This bill if it 
should become a law would bo a great step against 
the freedom of the press.
